Commonwealth  that  the  completion  of 
the  task  of  succession  can  wait  for  more 
than  a year,  without  let  or  challenge.  That 
is  as  it  should  he.  although  it  must  l»e  rare 
among  successions  as  such  throughout  Brit- 
ish history.  The  Throne  which  Her  Majesty 
ascends  has  never  been  more  secure  in 
modem  annals.  Through  the  purposeful. 


straightforward  and  exemplary  lives  of  her 
father  and  grandfather,  ihe  Crown  today 
stands  not  only  as  the  keystone  of  the  com- 
munity of  British  nations,  but  also  first  *n 
the  hearts  of  their  people.  Nor  are  those 
Utte  words.  They  expres*  the  tned  and 
proved  affection  of  the  Commonwealth  in 
its  every  part. 

Mankind  moves  ever  forward  between 
the  banks  of  the  river  Time.  Though  prece- 
dent there  has  been.  there  may  never  tie  an 
exact  duplication  of  what  took  place  on 
Eebruary  b last,  when  the  Crown  returned 
to  a Queen  in  the  Twentieth  Century.  When 
the  last  official  act  is  consummated  next 
June  then*  will  continue  a reign  which  will 
have  deep  ami  historical  significance  for 
British  peoples  and  for  the  weal  of  the  world. 
All  that  the  first  Queen  Elizabeth  bequeathed 
to  Britons,  all  that  Victoria  the  Good  en- 
dowed in  her  time  to  the  British  Empire, 
has  been  absorbed  Ii  is  as  the  ruler  of  a 
British  Commonwealth,  far  wider  and  mom 
significant  than  either  of  them  ever  knew, 
that  Her  Majesty  has  taken  up  her  onerous 
duties.  That  her  reign  will  be  as  distin- 
guished, happy  and  successful  as  any  the 
world  has  eVer  known  will  lie  the  sincere 
wish  of  this  nation  from  roast  to  coast,  and 
from  the  border  to  the  An  tic  Circle. 


Mr.  Sinclair  Lays  an  Egg 


MR.  James  Sinclair  may  be  a capable 
parliamentary  assistant  to  Finance 
Minister  Abbott,  but  he  has  a lot  to  learn 
about  public  relations.  In  the  House  of 
Commons  last  week  Mr.  Sinclair  made  a 
feeble  attempt  to  defend  the  government's 
refusal  to  accede  to  the  unanimous  wish  ol 
parliament  in  the  matter  of  personal  income 
ta\  exemptions  for  medical  and  hospital  hills. 
So  unconvincing  was  the  excuse  he  put  up. 
and  sn  revealing  of  the  government’s  lack 
of  feeling  for  those  beset  by  the  costs  of 
illness,  that  it  would  have  lieen  better  for 
the  government  from  a public  relations 
jmint  of  view  if  he  had  left  the  subject 
alone. 

To  fiermil  the  deduction  of  all  hospital 
and  doctors’*  bills  from  taxable  income, 
Instead  of  the  amount  in  excess  of  4 per 
cent  of  total  income  as  allowed  at  present, 
would  cost  the  government  $48,000,000,  Mr. 
Sinclair  explained.  Then  he  addl'd:  “We 
would  have  to  get  the  money  in  some  other 
way."  From  a government  showing  revenue 
surpluses  running  into  the  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  year  after  year,  that  is 
about  as  futile  an  excuse  as  one  could  ever 
expect  to  hear.  Mr.  Abbott  on  the  last  fis- 


cal year's  showing  have  covered  the  loss 
of  54X.IJOO.OOO  and  still  have  produced  an 
official  *uii[)Jun  of  $340,1  MHJ.OUU,  and  an 
actual  one  nearly  twice  as  big. 

Referring  to  the  “need”  to  find  the  money 
in  some  other  way  if  exemption  were  allowed. 
Mr.  Sinclair  said  “So  the  net  effect  as  far 
as  the  individual  is  concerned  would  !>e  zero, 
it  would  certainly  lie  an  illusion  to  say  that 
we  were  getting  tax  relief  in  that  way." 
What  sort  of  piffle  is  that?  What  Mr.  Sin- 
clair says  might  lie  correct  in  theory  if  his 
chief  ever  made  the  smallest  effort  to  pro- 
dlire  a balanced  budget;  but  from  total 
revenue  far  in  excess  of  the  country's 
requirement*  the  government  could  absorb 
thp  loss  of  518.000.000  without  a twitch,  and 
without  levying  any  additional  tax.  Even 
if  there  were  no  surplus  in  sight  it  would  not 
strain  Hie  government  to  lop  548,000, (MM) 
from  its  enormous  expenditures  for  non- 
defense purposes.  That  amount  represents 
a mere  1'-  of  the  current  year’s  budget. 

The  government,  through  Mr.  Sinclair, 
insults  the  intelligence  of  Canadians  when  it 
asks  them  to  believe  that  the  need  for  tax 
money  is  so  great  that  it  cannot  afford  to 
relent  to  so  trifling  an  extent  to  relieve  the 
taxpayer  of  the  burdensome  cost  of  illness. 


Nothing  But  a Satellite 


EVEN  if  Hs  election  platform  turned  out 
to  be  almost  nebulous  the  bade  char- 
acter of  B C.'s  Social  Credit  F’arty  enme  into 
the  n|»en  at  its  convention  in  New  West- 
minster last  week.  This  new  |>o!itical  group- 
ing was  revealed  as  nothing  more  than  a 
satellite  of  its  Alberta  sponsor.  it  was  from 
Allierta  the  orders  came,  and  they  were 
meekly  olie>ed. 

An  outsider  to  B.C.’s  political  scene,  an 

Alberta  M.F.,  will  lead  the  Social  Crrdit 
election  campaign  in  what  is  a distinct  in- 
vasion of  a neighboring  province  and  a sharp 
departure  from  the  principles  of  provincial 
autonomy.  Assuming  that  a Social  Crrdit 
government  could  he  elected  in  B.C.  it  is  a 
fair  deduction  it  would  he  mostly  the  hand 
maiden  of  the  government  of  Alberta. 

We  do  not  think  the  electorate  of  this 
province  will  take  kindly  to  any  such 
thought.  They  are  concerned  with  choosing 
a government  for  British  Columbia  and  they 


will  prefer  «»!>•  indigenous  to  the  province 
and  with  the  interests  of  its  own  people  in 
mind,  Nor  will  they  like  to  be  asked,  as 
they  are  going  to  tie,  to  endorse  a party 
which  if  successful  would  foist  on  them  a 
premier  as  yet  unknown. 

The  platform  adopted  was  itself  an  indi- 
cation ol  the  autocratic  hand  behind  British 
Columbia’s  Socrods.  Ii  was  cut  and  dried 
and  presented  to  the  delegates  as  a manda- 
tory document,  without  opportunity  for  con- 
vention review.  Native  political  parties 
proceed  along  much  more  democratic  lines. 
Except  for  hospital  insurance  which  Sorreds 
would  make  voluntary,  i hits  throwing  up  the 
sponge  and  giving  hospital  Imards  apoplexy, 
the  platform  offers  little  more  than  promises 
to  study  this  or  study  lhaf.  No  doubt  noth- 
ing dearer  could  be  itemized,  since  Social 
Credit  doctrine  in  B.C.  apparently  implies 
that  the  future  of  this  province  would  depend 
on  the  indulgence  of  Alberta.
